To Keep Crime 


Down, Chief W arns 
By AUGUST G. KETTMANN, 
Chief of Police 
Report any suspicious or un­ 
usual happenings to the police! 
That was our answer to the 
Desert Sun’s question, "How may 
the general public assist in pre­ 
venting a crime wave in Palm 
Springs?" 
The Sun was referring, of 
course, to lawlessness that has 
been epidemic since the termina­ 
tion of the war and in some 
places, particularly in the metro­ 
politan areas, which has become 
a matter of statewide and even 
national concern. Rapes, robber­ 
ies and other crimes of violence 
are routine reading in the daily 
papers. So far, we have largely 
escaped—but we must be vigilant! 
REPORT INCIDENTS 
Nearly all of us during the past 
few months have observed inci­ 
dents which might well have been 
brought to the attention of the 
police. Perhaps it was the stran­ 
ger in the yard next door where 
the house is closed for the sum­ 
mer; a figure ducking behind a 
car on a dark side street or a 
truck being loaded with lumber 
or other building materials at 
night. 
At this point I might assume 
that investigations arising from 
anonymous or identified tips will 
be made discreetly and the iden­ 
tity of the informant kept confi­ 
dential, even though it is custom­ 
ary and routine to ask for the 
name and address of the caller. 
This is not imperative, however. 
Being off the “beaten path” is 
a natural advantage of geography 
but Palm Springs’ recently ac­ 
quired reputation as a Utopia for 
“get-rich-quick” operations is al­ 
so attracting more than a fair 
share of undesirable with “hit- 
and-run" ideas. The suggestion 
that a stranger seeking employ­ 
ment in a job of trust have his 
fingerprints recorded by the po­ 
lice will eliminate a headache 
later. 
WANT INFORMATION 
That is why the police appre­ 
ciate a tip on any even slightly- 
suspicious circumstance. It may 
seem merely odd or unusual to 
the observer but pieced together 
with information already in our 
possession—like parts of a jig-saw 
puzzle—may clear up a mystery 
or result in the apprehension of 
a much-sought and dangerous 
criminal. 
Neither will we ridicule or 
laugh at apparently unimportant 
reports. Such help is genuinely 
appreciated and discounting any 
evidence or failing to explore 
any lead, however remote, is an 
unforgivable sin and the sign 
of an inexperienced investigator. 
CIVIC RESPONSIBILITY 
Every law-abiding citizen has 
a civic responsibility to assist in 
the protection of the community. 
That doesn’t mean he should 
prowl the streets carrying a gun 
and nightstick. Members of the

It wasn’t the heat which caused some of the city fathers 
to start sizzling last Saturday — it was the action of one of 
many federal bureaus in charge of surplus military property. 
That situation was created when William E. Alworth, city 
manager, announced that the Public Building Administra­ 
tion, division of War Assets Corporation, in San Francisco, 
had denied the city’s plea for the summer use of Torney 
General Hospital’s swimming pool. 
All of Torney has been declared 
surplus. For many months now 
the pool has not been in use. 
The Army has long abandoned 
the grounds. There are only a 
few civilian guards - there now. 
In addition, there is less than 25 
persons employed at the Com­ 
munity Hospital which occupies 
Ward “B”, a considerable distance 
from the pool. 
POOL DENIED 
With the denial came the ex­ 
cuse that children using the pool 
would disturb patients in the 
Community Hospital. 
It was 
pointed out, that during the war, 
with many war wounded crowd­ 
ing every ward, the pool was the 
scene of many gay parties. Doc­ 
tors at that time did not find 
that the noise in any way dis­ 
turbed the military patients or 
retarded recovery. 
It was a flimsy excuse. With­ 
out a doubt, the high officials 
who denied the city the use of 
the swimming pool would have 
agreed, “off the record”, that it 
was a splendid idea. They would 
have said; “off the record ’, that 
the little children who just love 
to splash around in water on 
hot days, would have a lot of 
childish fun. Especially in hot 
Palm Springs during the sum­ 
mer months!

During Summer 
Thanks to Frank Cutter, Palm 
Springs will have a "municipal” 
swimming pool during the sum­ 
mer months. 
That announcement was made 
bv William E. Alworth, city man­ 
ager, last Saturday. For almost a 
month, he had waited for a reply 
to an application placed with the 
Public Building Administration, 
division of War Assets Corpora­ 
tion, for an answer which would 
either have given the city per­ 
mission to use the Torney Gen­ 
eral Hospital pool or not. 
Saturday, the answer came. It 
was “No.” 
As a result, the city is taking 
advantage of Frank Cutler’s of­ 
fer, granting the city the use of 
his private pool during the sum­ 
mer. It is located at 348 Mérito 
Place. 
POLICE SUPERVISE 
Chief of Police August Kett­ 
mann, under whose supervision 
the pool will be operated, an­ 
nounced that volunteer members 
of his force holding Red Cross 
life-saving certificates will be the 
life guards. 
“All those who wish to take a 
refreshing dip,” announced Chief 
Kettmann, “are invited to do so 
at a nominal fee.” 
FREE INSTRUCTION 
The chief added persons using 
the pool would be afforded every 
protection to health and safety. 
The water in the pool will be fil­ 
tered and properly chlorinated. 
In addition, all those who do not 
know how to swim are cordially 
invited to come to the pool and 
receive free instruction in the 
sport. The teachers, the chief said, 
will be the life guards. 
SMALL FEE 
The fee amounts to 15 cents for 
children under 12 years of age;

Mexican Aliens 
Flooding 
Desert Area 


12.000 Shipped Back 


Since Jan. I, Average 


2.000 Per Month 
The illegal flow of Mexican Na­ 
tionals across the international 
border between Yuma, Arizona, 
and Calexico, has reached a flood 
tide of approximately 2,000 a 
month, with more than 12,000 
apprehended since January 1. 
This was the statement of Albert 
Del Guercio, district director of 
Immigration and Naturalization 
for Southern California, Western 
Arizona and Southwestern Nev­ 
ada. 
SERIOUS PROBLEM 
At the same time Del Guercio 
declared, the situation was posing 
a serious problem for his depart­ 
ment in sufficient personnel with 
which to cope with the situation 
and lack of detention facilities 
where those apprehended aliens 
can be held until deported. 
Del Guercio also said that 
smugglers or “conveyors” of al­ 
ien! are being apprehended at 
the rate of five per week and in­ 
dicted. He added that the price 
per head of running aliens into 
this country has jumped from a 
pre-Pearl Harbor price of $5 to 
$10 to the present post-war price 
of $25 to $100 per person or as 
much as the alien is suspected 
capable of paying. 
CRASH BLOCKADES 
During the past three weeks, 
three automobiles loaded with 
Mexicans “crashed” through a 
road blockade on the Palms to 
Pines highway that leads from 
the desert to Idyllwild, Hemet 
rfnd San Jacinto. In one of these 
cases a negro living in Palm 
Springs was apprehended as the 
driver of one of these automo­ 
biles.

Council to 
Consider City 
Taxes Tonight 


Higher Real Estafe 


Valuations W ill 


Boost Revenue 


Session of the city council 
meeting tonight will be mainly 
concerned with the city’s tax 
problems. 
A resolution to fix the tax rate 
until the city fathers get some in­ 
dication of how much revenue 
will accrue from the assessed 
valuation of real and personal 
property will be submitted. This 
procedure takes place at the end 
of each fiscal year. 
At the end of the last fiscal 
year, which ended June 30, the 
city received more than $80,000. 
It is expected that the assessed 
valuation of real and personal 
property, as compiled by the 
county assessor for the fiscal year 
ending next Sunday, June 30, will 
show a considerable increase over 
the corresponding period of the 
preceding year. 
VALUATIONS UP 
The Desert Sun learned several 
months ago that the assessed val­ 
uations as conducted by deputies 
of the county assessor’s office 
would show a much higher valua­ 
tion on buildings newly erected 
and those partially constructed. 
The value of real estate within 
the city may also show a slight 
increase for tax purposes, it was 
said.At the same time it was learned 
councilmen have unofficially been 
discussing ways and means of 
aising additional funds for the 
city to operate on. Although 
these conversations have not been 
across the council table, members 
of the council have been explor­ 
ing the feasibility of instituting 
a sates tax within the city. This 
method of obtaining additional 
funds has found favor within the 
League of California Cities. 
URGE COOPERATION 
The league proposed no spe­ 
cific rate of tax, but it recom­ 
mended that cities located close 
together in any area act together 
in the adoption of ordinances. 
With reference to the city of 
Palm Springs there is no other 
incorporated area close by. 
The city of San Fernando 
just voted a city sales tax. San 
Bernardino had a similar revenue 
source for one year. It is reported 
now that it will again institute a 
sales tax. 
According to William E. A1 
worth, city manager, the city has 
operated throughout the preced­ 
ing year entirely in the black. 
However, additional funds may 
be needed to bolster an expan-

A pow erful editorial w as pub­ 
lished in the Philadelphia Inquir­ 
e r on Sunday, June second, 1946. 
It w as reprinted in the C ongres­ 
sional Record on Ju n e fourth, 
and now the D esert Sun passes 
th e editorial on to its m any read­ 
ers in order th at they, too, may 
be given the opportunity to re­ 
view the W hirlw ind of the past 
thirteen years:— 
“Let us review briefly the grim 
record of the dow nfall of our 
h ard won trip artite G overnm ent 
w hich has produced strike con­ 
ditions close to anarchy. 
“From alm ost the m om ent the 
New Deal cam e into pow er in 
1933, President Roosevelt began 
bom barding Congress w ith de­ 
m and for “M ust" legislation—and 
never m ind its constitutionality. 


NEW DEAL BOMBARDS 


“Orders for grants of power, 
for m ulti-billion dollar approp­ 
riations and 
for discrim inatory 
law s came thick and fast from the 
W hite House. 
“Thus w ere passed, w ith the 
blessing of the New Deal Presi­ 
dent, the dictatorial N.R.A. and 
A.A.A., the Guffey Coal Control 
Bill, the notoriously lopsided and 
unfair W agner Labor A ct; and 
th e way was cleared—w hile the 
W hite House kept up a running 
fire on business leaders as “P rin­ 
ces of Privilege" and “Lord Ma- 
cauleys"—for the em ergence of 
such labor potentates as John L. 
Lew is. Joe C urran, Petrillo, W hit­ 
ney, Johnston, and other union­ 
ized challengers of G overnm ent 
authority. 
“In much the same w ay that 
he sapped the spirit and the in ­ 
dependence of the Congress, P res­ 
ident Roosevelt underm ined and 
w eakened the Federal Courts. 


SHOCKS NATION 


“His proposal in early 1937 to 
pack the Suprem e C ourt with, 
in 
effect. 
Ju rists 
sym pathetic 
w ith Newr D eal aims, shocked 
th e 
Nation. 
The 
project 
was 
storm ily rejected by Congress, 
but, through deaths and resigna­ 
tions, Mr 
Roosevelt eventually 
w as able to nam e eight new Su­ 
prem e Court Justices—th u s v ir­ 
tu ally rem aking the C ourt to fit 
his own ideas. 


"There follow'ed, one a fter an­ 
other, High Court rulings uphold­ 
ing the New Deal’s preferences 
and prejudices. 


UNION PRESSURE 


"Union pressure groups quickly 
learned th at they w ere viewed 
by the Suprem e Court m ajority 
as outside the laws regulating 
business and industry . . . From 
them , naturally, 
rose arrogant 
leaders, who not only thought 
them selves greater than the Gov­ 
ernm ent but w ere actually able 
to seize the N ation by the throat, 
w hile the G overnm ent stood help­ 
lessly by. 
“So, with the Executive, Legis­ 
lative, and Judicial funcitioning 
of its G overnm ent crippled by 
New Deal bungling, the United 
States has rocketed from 
one 
strike crisis to another, w hile in­ 
dustrial production lagged and in­ 
flation perils soared, and while 
the world stood aghast at this 
once pow erful N ation floundering 
in the economic doldrum s. 
"Today, the harrassed people 
of the U nited States are reaping 
the catastrophic w hirlw ind which 
the New D ealers sowed. I t’s no 
w onder that m illions of thought­ 
ful Am ericans now look eagerly 
forw ard to the day w hen, as 
voters at the polls, they w ill have 
the good old A m erican privilege 
of kicking the New D ealers, their 
heirs, their apologists, and the 
Com m unist 
appendages 
from 
places of pow er in this great Re­ 
public.” 


TROUBLE MAKER 


Thus, it is w ritten in the P h ila­ 
delphia Inquirer. Lest w e forget 
—H arry Bridges has announced 
a new M aritim e strik e to take 
place in the late sum m er. 
W hat 
are the A m erican people going 
to do about this trouble m aker 
who, against their wishes, was 
granted the right of citizenship? 
My hunch is th at they will react 
as they did to the Railway strike 
— by bom barding P resident T ru­ 
m an w ith letters NOW dem and­

All claimed they had 
paid the driver of the car $25 to 
transport them from C alexico to 
H em et. 
D el Guercio attributed th e ava­ 
lanche flow of “w et” M exicans 
into Southern California to two 
factors. One w as the lack of suf­ 
ficient personnel and th e other 
w as that ranchers prefer these 
aliens to cither citizens or legally 
adm itted aliens. 
RANCHERS TO BLAME 
“The ranchers, we have learn­ 
ed,” declared Del Guercio, "find 
these aliens m ore tractable than 
citizens or legally entered aliens. 
O f course, the low er w ages paid 
to these illegally entered M exi­ 
cans has an im portant factor in 
ran ch er’s preference." 
A nother factor adding to the 
load of the im m igration author­ 
ities along the border is the lack 
of detention q u arters w here these 


apprehended aliens can be held. 
Del G uercio said that the stru c­ 
tu re a t El C entro is in the process 
of being enlarged from 280 to 
400 persons. 
WARRANTS ISSUED 
Also adding to the overcrowded 
conditions is the fact th at each 
illegal entry has to be given a 
hearing and a w arrant issued for 
his detention. 
Del Guercio added another note 
to his troubles when he said that 
the M exican authorities w ill not 
accept a M exican into Lower C al­ 
ifornia if he hasn’t lived in that 
area for at least six m onths. In 
these cases the Im m igration of­ 
ficials have to gather these M ex­ 
ican nationals into one area and 
then ship them under guard to 
El Paso, Texas, w here they are 
finally accepted. 
Del Guercio believes th at both 
organized sm ugglers and 
indi­ 
viduals acting for them selves, 
are competing w ith each other 
for the business below the border.

POLICE NEED HELP 
W ithout the support and help

Besides doing a conventional

Then into view came th a t huge 
overseas shipm ent again.

Second Canning 
Sugar Stamp 
Good July 1 


T here's m ore sugar on the w ay 
for those w ho plan to do hom e 
canning. 
Spare stam p No. 10 in fam ily 
ration books or contained am ong 
sugar stamps issued to applicants 
such 
as veterans, 
infants and 
others who never received the 
regular ration book w ill become 
valid July 1 for five pounds of 
sugar for hom e canning purposes, 
is w as announced today by E d­ 
win A. Poehlm ann, Southern C al­ 
ifornia OPA sugar rationing chief. 
Poehlm ann said that both the 
new stamp, spare No. 10, and the 
one previously issued and c u r­ 
ren tly in use— spare stam p No. 9 
—w ill 
continue 
to 
be 
valid 
through Oct. 31, 1946. 
"Those needing sugar for hom e 
canning purposes need not go to 
their local price boards as they 
had to last year,” Poehlm ann re ­ 
m inded. "This year the proced­ 
ure is greatly sim plified in fact, 
th ere is no ‘procedure’ to it. N ear­ 
ly everyone still has his ration 
book cantainine spare stam ps No. 
9 and 10. S pare No. 9 is now good 
and will continue good through 
Oct. 31 for five pounds of canning 
sugar and spare stam p No. 10 be­ 
com es valid Ju ly 1, also for five 
pounds of hom e canning sugar, 
and continues good through Oct. 
31. T hat’s all there is to it—no 
applications need be filled out.” 
Those few not having fam ily 
ration 
books, 
Poehlm ann 
e x ­ 
plained, should have the home 
canning sugar stam ps in issu­ 
ances sent out by the OPA in an s­ 
wer to their special applications. 
This, he said, would apply to 
veterans, recently born babies or 
others who never w ere issued the 
reg u lar ration books.

Second Birthday 
For G .l. Bill 


Last Saturday, June 22, marked 
the second anniversary of the 
Servicem en's R eadjustm ent act, 
commonly called the “G.l. Bill." 
More th an 300,000 Southern Cal­ 
ifornia veterans have taken ad­ 
vantage of their rights under this 
bill since its inception, according 
to L. C. Chapm an, m anager of the 
Los 
A ngeles 
V eterans 
Admin­ 
istration regional office. 
Mr. C hapm an said the regional 
office has issued more than 100,­ 
000 certificates of eligibility to 
veterans 
desiring 
on - the - job 
training o r schooling; about three 
thousand 
have received 
home, 
business, and farm loans for a 
total of m ore than $16,000,000; 
and 
nearly 
200,000 
have been 
paid readjustm ent allowance. 
"More th a n half of th e two 
year’s business has been done 
during 
th e 
past 
six 
m onths,” 
Chapm an said. “As of January 
31, 1946. th e VA had issued 36,­ 
458 certificates of eligibility. The 
exact am ount on last M ay 31, was 
101,940. F o r the same period the 
total am ount of all loans jumped 
from less than 5 m illion dollars 
to more th a n 16 m illion dollars. 
This enorm ous increase 
in all 
benefits u n d er the bill was due 
largely to enactm ent of am end­ 
m ents to th e bill and increase in 
separation from service.” 
Mr. Chapm an, him self a line of­ 
ficer in both World W ars, has

Ex-Gobs To

Reserve Program 


In Effect July I 


Thousands of Naval pilots and 
enlisted men, former combat air­ 
men who have returned to civil­ 
ian life, will again associate them­ 
selves with the Navy Monday, 
July 1, when the Naval Air Re­ 
serve peacetime program for na­ 
tional air security is activated at 
22 Naval Air stations through­ 
out the nation. 
The national peacetime pro­ 
gram for these men, who will 
spend approximately one day a 
week in refresher flight train­ 
ing, will be particpated in by 
more than 6,000 Naval pilots and 
more than 20,000 enlisted men. 
Air groups, which will furnish 
the flight personnel for inactive 
units of the fleet, will be kept 
in training on these stations so 
that in the event of another na­ 
tional emergency a potent Naval 
air striking force will be avail­ 
able within 30 days. Made up en­ 
tirely of Reserves on inactive 
duty, the Naval Air Reserve will 
provide a “second team" of “min- 
utemen” to back up the regular 
units of the fleet.

TO THE URANIUM MINE 
Part II 
Lunch finished, Chico and I re ­ 
entered the Rock Door betw een 
Oljato and Tsay-kizzy Mesas and 
hiked up the canyon until we 
reached the side branch w hich 
led to the cave w ith its one- 
roomed ruin. Instead of turning 
up here, we headed straight for 
the base of the mesa. Here m uch 
rock had tum bled d«Svn from 
above and formed a talus slope 
a t least tw o-thirds of the w ay up 
the cliff. Using this pile of boul­ 
ders as our route, w e w ere able 
to climb the thousand foot cliffs 
and reach the very top of Oljato 
Mesa. O ur choice was a happy 
one, for later inspection from 
above revealed that we had select­ 
ed w hat was probably the only 
w ay possible to reach the sum mit. 
Out of breath, we sat on a 
great slab of sandstone and su r­ 
veyed the vast panoram a spread 
out around us. From w here we 
w ere seated we could look down 
onto the canyon we had traversed 
yesterday, and could even see the 
av e and ruin. 
The little pool 
k of the dam was not visible, 
ver, since it was enclosed 
by' rock walls. 
Looking to the 
southeast, w e could clearly see 
Agathla Peak and Owl Rock, the 
two southern guardians of the 
beginning of M onum ent Valley. 
Resuming our hike, we started 
to cut across the flat m esa-top 
in 
a short-cut to 
w here 
we 
thought the m ine was located. 
Suddenly I spotted some scatter­ 
ed fragm ents at my feet that 
looked fam iliar, and bending over, 
I found them to be bits of brightly 
colored petrified wood, in vivid 
reds, yellows, and oranges, m any 
of 
them 
studded 
with 
small 
quartz crystals. They w ere ex­ 
actly like the quantities of p et­ 
rified wood exposed far to the 
south in the Petrified Forest N a­ 
tional Monument, near Holbrook.

west. 
Over a ridge, across a 
broad gully, up another elevation, 
and w e abruptly came into view 
of our goal: the uranium m ine. 
It w as located on a narrow bench 
just under the dark cap-rock, at 
the very edge of a thousand-foot 
precipice. A w eather-w orn trail 
led dow n to the shaft. 
Eagerly we pushed forward. 
The outcropping here w as quite 
local and only extended about 
a hundred yards across and w as 
perhaps fifteen feet thick, dark 
greenish-blue in color, streaked 
with bright yellow.

of the atom ic bomb!

le geological formation, the nof very unusual in appearance,

Chico 
was 
scouting 
around 
w hile I exam ined the wood frag­ 
ments. Soon he gave a shout for 
m e to join him. He had found 
a large petrified log, half pro­ 
truding from the clay-like soil. 
It was fully four feet across and 
at least eight feet long; no doubt 
m uch more of it rem ained buried 
out of view. This find stim ulated 
our search, and we soon located 
about a dozen other logs. 
One 
w as over tw enty feet long and 
about two feet thick. All w ere 
brilliantly hued. 
I gathered up a few different 
sm all pieces, stuffed them into 
the pockets of my Levi’s, and we 
continued across the mesa. The 
level top w as in no w ay devoid 
of vegetation. Juniper trees w ere 
everyw here, and there was m uch 
hlackbrush and ephedra, together 
w ith a low thick range grass. 
Once we scared up a lone cot­ 
tontail, our first seen in the area, 
and it bounded aw ay in alarm . 
Finally reaching the far edge, 
from which we could look down 
onto the scene of our stroll that 
morning, w e followed it to the

The shaft w e invesigated first. 
It penetrated the exposure a t an 
angle, into the left-hand side of 
the bank w ith an opening not 
much larger than a m an ’s body. 
We gingerly craw led dow n into it.

sounded like an airplane droning. 
On a small scale, it w as rem inis­ 
cent of the Carlsbad Caverns 
w hen they tu rn out all the lights 
at the Rock of Ages. The still­ 
ness seemed oppressive, th reat­ 
ening. 
Borrowing a pack of m atches 
from Chico, I carefully explored 
the back of the room. The pas­ 
sageway turned sharply to the 
left and w ent deeper into the 
rock for a good tw enty-five feet 
further. There it abruptly ended. 
It w as not a very big m ine, then. 
At least, its single shaft was 
certainly not extensive. 
We returned to the sunlight. 
Most of the ore had evidently 
been dug right from the bench 
itself, cutting back over fifty feet 
from the brink of the cliff. 
Chico had found the second 
ore-car. It w as hanging from the 
top of the second cable we had 
seen from below th at morning. 
It, 
too, 
w as 
suspended 
on 
a 
grooved wheel. Above it, at the 
very base of the cut in the bank, 
was a huge iron apparatus which 
superficially resem bled a large 
windlass, equipped w ith a long 
handled brake. 
By th at tim e 
Chico had its operation all fig­ 
ured out. 
The two ore-cars w ere gravity 
operated. To the front of each, 
w hich we had failed to note be­ 
low, was a very long strong ca­ 
ble connecting the tw o cars and 
w rapped around the brake drum 
at the top. To operate, the top 
car would be loaded high with 
heavy ore, the brake w ould be 
released and the cable slowly 
perm itted to unroll.

day I’d like to encircle its rugged 
base. 
Who knows w hat w aits 
there to be discovered? 
D irectly in front of us was the 
regular parade of M onum ents re ­ 
ceding toward the east. 
First 
came Wide Butte, w ith the S et­ 
ting Hen barely visible behind 
it from this angle. A faint line 
to the right of these and beyond 
outlined the “highw ay” running 
north to M exican Hat, Blubb, 
Blanding, Monticello, and Moab, 
all in Utah.

All of these form ­ 
ations form the background for 
the film "My D arling, C lem en­ 
tine”, the set of w hich was vis­ 
ible as a tiny w hitish patch in 
the center of the broad valley. 
On our return trip, I investi­ 
gated one of m any sm all mounds 
of d irt 1 had seen scattered over 
the top of the mesa. They w ere 
all about a foot high, perfect 
cones of soft dirt, w ith no evi­ 
dence of anim al life around them . 
I kicked one open and uncovered 
hundreds of large alm ost tran s­ 
lucent golden-yellow ants, each 
early half an inch in length. Why 
they w eren't active during the 
day is a m ystery. Perhaps they 
only forage at night? 
The descent from the m esa to 
the canyon floor was much quick­ 
er and easier than the strenuous 
climb up, and w e fairly strode 
back down tow ard th e Rock Door. 
As it was still a good hour before 
dinner time, I slowed Chico down 
enough to exam ine som ething 1 
had previously noted on the sand 
dunes, but had no t observed at 
close range. 
Scattered over th e sand w ere 
hundreds of tiny holes straight 
down in the soft soil. A bout the 
tops of these openings, w hich 
were rarely over a quarter of an 
inch across and usually much 
sm aller, 
w ere 
curious 
little 
"w ells” or rims, built of sm all 
bits of twigs. 
So tighty joined 
together w ere these little “rim s” 
that they could be lifted off in­ 
tact. 
If I hadn’t the previous 
sum m er seen just such w ells in 
the Mohave D esert while cam p­ 
ing w ith Mr. Jaeger, I would 
have been m ystified as to their 
origin. They are m ade by fairly 
large ground spiders, distantly 
related to the tarantulas, but not 
hairy. In color they are a steely 
grey hue, w ith fat bodies and long 
legs, m uch like th e golden spiders 
seen on lawns. T hese arachnids 
dig a burrow dow n to a depth 
of one to two feet, lining it w ith 
silk. Then they g ather together 
a few tiny twigs, fasten them 
around the top w ith tough w eb­ 
bing, 
and 
m ake 
the 
curious 
"w ell”. 
W hat th e purpose of 
these is, can only be conjectured. 
They m ight prevent rain w ater 
from pouring into the shafts and 
drow ning the occupants, for the 
spiders nest at th e very base, 
and venture forth at night in 
search of small insects to feed 
upon. 
U nder the hot show ers again, 
we began planning our next trek. 
Jack’s cold had im proved, so we 
would head for M onum ent V al­ 
ley proper. 
N either of us had 
any inkling th at we would be 
clim bing a cliff via Indian toe­ 
holds or th at we w ould discover 
a new cliff-dwelling, never be­ 
fore seen by W hites.
